Taking note of the fact that winners' bonspiel* are 
not at all to be desirad. the AVCC thi* year adopted the 
bonspiel plan which has so long been a success at the 
Victoria Curling Club—six event*, three on each side run 
eat on a Chisholm draw. 

It was a big step in the right direction but It didn't 
go all the wayr Believing that visiting curlers, particularly, 
would appreciate a shorter bonspiel. the AVCC decided 
to hold back the start of action until Thursday afternoon. 
That meant round theetock curling—and that's bad. 

The few who got a break from the numbered draw 
and those who like the Idea of being able to work on Thurs¬ 
day may apeak up for round-the-clock curling but It can 
b« taken aa gospel that the vast majority of curlers will 
not continue to attend bonapleia which have 24-hour curling 
days. 

Bonspiellng Is more than curling. It is also quite a 
•octal event In which curling and visiting complement each 
other. Round-the-clock curling either cuts out almost all 
of the socializing or, more often because few curler* will 
be denied that altogether, leaves moat to tired at the 
finish they were sorry they camf^N 

That'* the way lt was at the AVCC this year. And 
more's the pity. What's the use of putting on one of the 
friendliest tonsplels there Is anywhere unless you give us 
time to enjoy and take part In the hospitality? An extra 
day In Port Alberni la not hard to take.

long, and is actually more "perpetual" 
in bloom than the H.P. class. 

The characteristics of the hybrid 
tea rose are these: The bushes are 
■mall and neat as a rule, and many 
H.T. varieties have bronse or purpllah 
foliage. Hw stems have compara¬ 
tively few thorns, and thasa ara abort, 
fat and blunt, quite unlike the whis¬ 
kery bristles on the wild and apedea 

roars. 

The flower buds are usually 
pointed or vase-shaped. Each shoot 
an an H.T. roae will boar three 
flower buds, and the keen grower will 
nip out two of the three, Leaving just 
one bud to develop Into a perfect rose 
on the end of a long stem.

The hybrid teas require a bit more 
fussing la keep- them happy and to 
good health, but they ara well worth 
the trouble, for they ara unsurpassed 
as cut flowers and the exquisite defi- 
cocy end haunting fragrance of a 
well-grown H.T. roae cannot ba 
matched anywhere in the floral 
kingdom. 


When you go shopping for roso 
bushes, whether you deal with one 
of the garden shopa or centres or 
whether >uu study a collection af 
nursery catalogues in the privacy of 
your home, you will find rosea ara 
grouped In claeeee according to their 
habit of growth. A rambler roae. for 
instance, is quite different from a 
hybrid tea rose, and 1 thought It 
might serve a useful purpose if l 
sorted out these desses for you. 

' Hie first rosea to be cultivated 
were all "wild" or species roses start¬ 
ing with Rosa gillies, wsi! known to 
the Persians 1300 yssrs before the 
Christian era. Then along about 1M0 
a race of hardy hybrid rasas appeared 
In Europe and become tremendously 
popular with our great-grandpaienta. 
These were given the name “hybrid 
perpetual," abbreviated to H.P., 
because these were ths first roses to 
produce a second crop of bloom in 
the one season. Actually, the term 
perpetual la a misnomer, for the 
H.P. rosea bloom only In the late 


spring and again in the fall, with 
nothing much in between. 

We don't see very many of the 
H.P. roses around thaee days, as 
modem types with a more continuous 
habit of bloom have pretty well taken 
over the spotlight, but the scentless 
white-flowered Frau Karl Drushki 
and the crimson George Dickson ara 
still sold in good quantifies every 
year. One of our finest and strongest- 
growing modem roses. Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth, has a lot of H.P. blood In her 
ancestry. ’

label attached to rose bushes exposed 
for sale, you will often find the letters 
H.T. following the variety name. This 
stands for hybrid tea. probably the 
moat popular class of root grown to¬ 
day. The first of the hybrid teas, a 
rose called La France, was produced 
in 18ST by crossing an H.P. rose with 
one af the tea-scented ra sa s from 
China. This gave ui a race which,
